During the period of October 1 , 1999, through September 30, 2000, 45 rabbits were used in tests which were classified as causing 
pain or distress to the animals. Of these rabbits, 17 were used in antibody production studies involving the use of Freund’s Complete 
Adjuvant. These animals did not appear to be in pain from the FCA use even though lesions did form on most rabbits. If animals 
had/have lesions present, we rinse their backs with warm sterile saline, but did not'do not provide any other pain relieving 
procedures. 

Of the 45 rabbits mentioned above, 24 were used in pyrogen tests which we deemed as painful or distressing. (The pyrogen test, 

USP 24 <151> and 21CFR Section 610.13, does not allow for the administration of pain-relieving drugs due to their potential to j 

interfere with the test.) i 

1. Due to adverse reactions to the injected test sample, four rabbits were euthanized either during the test (shortly after being 

dosed) or at the end of the test. Two rabbits were euthanized 48 hours after pyrogen test completion, when they exhibited . 
lethargy and paralysis on their right side. |

2. 1 8 rabbits were involved in pyrogen tests involving a product that resulted in leaving raw skin exposed at the injection site 
(on the ear). It was also noted that if the sample was not fully injected intravenously, and infiltrated into the surrounding 
tissue of the ear, that necrosis of the injection area sometimes occurred.

Ensuring that injection needles are properly placed in the ear veins and no product drips onto the ear 
and that the injection site is properly occluded following the injection, assists in maintaining a healthy 
ear. 

The remaining four rabbits receiving a column E pain classification were involved in three eye irritation tests, in which the samples 
were deemed to be eye irritants. By the 72 hour observations, the products these rabbits were tested on had been deemed as an eye 
irritant, but most observations continued until Day 2 1 to see if the irritation reversed. Three rabbits were euthanized following the 
Day 14 observation since their irritation had not reversed or improved. One rabbit was euthanized following the 72 hour 
observation, for this same reason.
